Baker’s public career began with 
his election to the house of repre­ 
sentatives from Sangamon county in 
1837, aud he was elected again, and 
in 1840 was made a state senator, 
serving four years. 
In 184 4 he and 
Lincoln competed for the nomina­ 
tion to Congress, from this district, 
both of them being Whigs. 
Baker 
won. and served until he resigned 
to go into the Mexican war. And he 
was the only Willis in Congress from 
Illinois, at that time. 
It should be 
remembered that the Whigs as a 
party were bitterly opposed to that 
war. 
Yet, in his uniform as Colonel 
of the 4th Regt. of Illinois Volun­ 
teers, lie appeared in his seat in 
Congress calling for proper supplies 
for the soldiers.

It was on October 2Gth, I SGO, that 
the largest auditorium in San F ra n ­ 
cisco was packed to hear Baker make 
a

by 
Hittell, the historian, “ what

supposed to be tho greatest speech 
came and 
w ashed 
th is same sec 
ever 
delivered 
in 
California.” 
Thousands packed the house, and 
more thousands could not get in. 
People who fainted had to be pass­ 
ed out over the heads of those in 
the theatre, 'so closely 
were the 
people wedged in. 
Such scenes of 
applause and enthusiasm were wit­ 
nessed as we have had of late in 
National conventions; people cheer­ 
ed till they were tired and chored 
some mole. 
It was almost past de­ 
scription how the speech was receiv­ 
ed, and what an address it was. One 
of the peculiar and amusing points 
being that the Californians scarcely 
realized that the abounding orator 
was not still their own fellow citiz­ 
en of California. 
To wa rd the end of the speech th*' 
applause lasted for about a quarter 
of an hour 
Baker stood motionless 
through t all, then “ lie spoke as if 
he had not been interrupted in a 
throbbing tone that thrilled like an 
electric current, ‘And I take cour­ 
age.

Baker, and later, in the Senate Bak 
cr bested him in argument, as Bak­ 
er did later with John C. Brecken­ 
ridge of Kentucky.

The new President came to be in­ 
augurated, and, as Douglas courte­ 
ously held Lincoln’s new hat. at the 
ceremonies, It was Edward I). Bak­ 
er who stepped to th** edge of th 
platform, and said:

introduce to you Abraham 
Lincoln, 
President of the United 
States of America.” 
It seems to have been forgotten, 
but, a day or two later, in the Sen­ 
ate, Mr. Baker “construed” the In­ 
augural address of Mr. Lincoln. 
Now events moved with startling 
haste. 
States seceeded, or tried to;

the President called for troops; Bak­ 
er, organised u regiment of returned 
Californians in New York urn!
